Typical of these hard-working 
volunteers are Mrs. Terry Solan- 
der, cashier-clerk, and Garfield 
Morse, yardmaster, both of Eu- 
gene, Oregon. 

Last year Terry headed South- 
ern Pacific’s participation in the 
Eugene area’s United Appeal 
drive, with Garfield assisting. This 
year their roles are reversed, with 
Garfield serving as campaign 
chairman, but both have been de- 
voting most of their spare time to 
the drive during August and early 
September:

Both also enjoy the feeling that 
their volunteer work helps in a 
small way to make their commu- 
nity a better place in which to live. 

As they meet with their fellow 
employes, Terry and Garfield are 
often called on to answer ques- 
tions about United Way giving. 
Here are a few of the most fre- 
quently asked questions and their 
answers: 


@ “I’ve heard that even in 
some legitimate charity drives, 
campaign costs run as high as 50 
per cent of the amount collected. 
What is the average for United 
Way campaigns?” 


A “Average costs for United 
Way campaigns amount to only 
about 5 per cent of the total col- 
lected. Year-round administrative 
costs, including salaries, average 
around 4 per cent.”

Q “Do United Way organiza- 
tions try to tell people how much 
to give?” 


A “No, they don’t, but most 
people appreciate some suggested 
guidelines. The Fair Share plan 
of giving (adopted in most United 
Way communities) suggests one 
hour’s pay per month for persons 
making less than $10,000, and at 
least 1 per cent for persons with 
incomes of $10,000 or more.” 


@ “tf 1 give at work, will they 
expect me to give at home, teo?” 


BA No. Employes are asked to 
contribute only at work, Calls are 


tired people.and others with inde- 
pendent incomes.” 


Q “Suppose there are some 
agencies I don’t like?” 


A “Look at it this way: is it 
more important to show your dis- 
approval of a given agency, or to 
accept your share of responsibility 
for helping those in the commu- 
nity who need our help? All of us 
have preferences, but if everyone 
refused to give because of some 
small part of the total effort he 
didn’t like, all of the agencies 
would be forced to conduct their 
own separate and costly solicita- 
tions. None of us would want 
that.” 


Q “What's the easiest way to 
give?” 


A “The easiest way is through 
the Payroll Deduction Plan made 
available by Southern Pacific. 

Last year, Southern Pacific em- 
ployes in Eugene, Springfield, 
Oakridge, Cottage Grove and 
other nearby communities gave 
about $17,000 to the United Ap- 
peal an all-time record. 

Terry made a special effort to 
reach every employe in the area, 
even holding meetings at midnight 
in order to contact men going on 
and coming off night shifts. 

“We managed to reach every- 
body,” she says, “except for 19 
who were on leave, in the service 
or otherwise unavailable.” 

She joined the Company as a 
steno at Eugene in 1963, a few 
days before her graduation from 
high school. In fact, she heard 
that Southern Pacific had some 
openings for stenos while she was 
attending a high school shorthand 
class. She has been active in 
United Appeal campaigns ever 
since, with the full blessing of her 
husband, Robert, who works for 
the Eugene Water and Electric 
Board. 


Garfield was a Navy pharma- 


cist’s mate during World War Il. ~ 
He is entitled to wear six battle 
stars on his campaign ribbons. 

He started with Southern Pa- 
cific as a switchman at Salem, 
Oregon, in 1950, transferring to 
yardmaster in 1964. He and his 
wife, Charlotte, have three chil- 
dren: Randy, 20, a junior at the 
University of Oregon who will be 
studying in Sweden this fall on a 
special University grant, Susan, 
16, and Steve, 13. 

In addition to his work with 
the United Appeal, Garfield has 
been active in the Masonic Lodge. 
He is a past master of Wayfarer 
Lodge No, 213, AF&AM, and is a 
director of the Dad’s Chib of the 
University of Oregon. 

Throughout the system, South- 
ern Pacific men and women gave 
more than $500,000 toward the 
support of ‘‘people-helping”’ 
United Way agencies last year. 
The Southern Pacific Foundation 
also contributed substantially to 
this good cause. 

As this issue of the Bulletin goes 
to press, Southern Pacific people 
are once again preparing to take 
part in United Way campaigns in 
their own communities.

Big ‘Ice Box’ Donated to Watts Group 


What may be the largest port- 
able icebox in operation was 
donated recently by Southern Pa- 
cific to the Watts Labor Commu- 
nity Action Committee at Los 
Angeles, the self-help group which 
is creating a better community in 
Watts. 

The gift, presented by Assistant 
to Vice President D. R. Lewis, is 
a rebuilt 40-foot mechanically re- 
frigerated trailer. WLCAC is using 
it for food supplies for its facili- 
ties at Saugus, which this summer 
handled about 4,200 children in a 
supervised recreational and voca- 
tional program. In addition, the 
center is also set up as a year- 
around, live-in vocational training 
school. 

The trailer, which was taken 
out of service and rebuilt, has been 
outfitted so that it can operate 
on electricity at the camp. Ted 
Watkins of the Watts Committee 


said that they will probably also 
use it at other locations. 

“Ym thankful to the Southern 
Pacific for making this kind of 
a donation,” Watkins said, “be- 
cause they’re giving us a part of 
their industry and a piece of them- 
selves. I’ve heard a lot of slogans

and everything, but I think this 


is a real show of the kind of con- 
tribution we need.” 

Earlier, Southern Pacific had 
loaned a PMT refrigerated trailer 
to the group. When it became ob- 
vious that WLCAC’s need was 
large and continuing, it was de- 
cided to replace the loan with a 
permanent gift. 

In making the donation, Lewis 
said, “WLCAC is one of the out- 
standing organizations working 
towards betterment of the Watts 
community and is trying to give 


meaningful training and job op- 
portunities to the youth of the 
area. This closely ties in with 
Southern Pacific’s continuing 
program of interest in the commu- 
nity and its endeavor to bring in- 
dustries and jobs to the area.” 

The rebuilt trailer was re- 
painted a brilliant orange and 
prominently bears the initials 
“W.L.C.A.C.” While its value is 
hard to estimate, a similar new 
unit would cost approximately 
$18,000.

First Films for ‘Simulator 


NM otion pictures of typical 
areas of the Los Angeles 
Division for use with the “loco- 
motive simulator” were taken re- 
cently from inside the “nose” of 
the unit shown above. 

Pictured were grades, curves, 
sidings, signal configurations, and 
just about every other character- 
istic of the railroad that a locomo- 
tive engineer might meet in oper- 
ating a train over the division. 

Representative areas of other 
divisions will also be covered so 
that, in due course, there will be 
a photographic record of the en- 
tire railroad for use in the pro- 
gram. 

The simulator — a million dol- 
lar system for training engineers 


— is being constructed at Dow- 
ney, Calif., and will be in opera- 
tion later this year. It will be the 
first of its kind on any U.S. rail- 
road. 

Sitting in a full-size mock-up of 
a diesel locomotive cab, a trainee 
will be able to see Southern Pa- 
cific terrain rolling out ahead and 
beside him in color on a wide- 
vision movie screen, and he will be 
able to hear ail the sounds and feel 
all the motions associated with 
real-life train operations as the 
simulator reacts to his handling of 
the throttle and other controls of 
the simulated “locomotive.” 

Through the use of a computer, 
his instructor will be able to vary

operating conditions and situa- 
tions and record the trainee’s 
responses to these changes. For 
example, the instructor will be 
able to add up to five diesel units 
and up to 200 cars (either loads or 
empties) to the consist of the sim- 
ulated “train.” Thus, the trainee 
will be able to gain experience in 
handling a locomotive under a va- 
riety of conditions. 

The photo unit is a former die- 
sel hydraulic locomotive, selected 
because its elevated cab made it 
possible to build a new “nose” for 
the cameraman at approximately 
the same height as the cab of a 
3,600-horsepower SD-45, the type 
of locomotive being simulated.

all the sounds and feel all the motions associated with train operations. 


The unit itself-is no longer a 


“functioning locomotive and can- 


not move under its own power, It 
is controlled from other diesel 
units coupled to it. 

'The compartment for the cam- 
eraman replaces the regular trans- 
mission space in the “nose” of the 
unit. It extends across the full 
width of the frame and is con- 
structed of heavy plate steel, with 
additional bracing, for the pro- 
tection of the cameraman. 

In addition to observation win- 
dows, the compartment has two 
small camera ports made of opti- 
cally-clear glass, Each has been 
provided with an air curtain to 
keep bugs and dirt away from the 
glass. 

Two cameras are used, so that 
there need be no interruption in 
the filming; one can continue op- 
erating while the other is being 
reloaded. 

The photo unit has a diesel- 
operated generator which supplies 
the electricity needed for cameras, 
tape recorders and other equip- 
ment and for the floodlights used 
for night filming and shots inside 
tunnels. This generator also sup- 
plies the power needed for cab 
controls and lighting. 

The ride characteristics of the 
photo unit closely resemble those 
of an SD-45. Both have six axles, 
and the weight of the photo unit 
has been adjusted to correspond 
to that of an SD-45. An electronic 
device makes it possible to syn- 
chronize precisely the advance of 
the film with the speed of the lo- 
comotive, so that all visual, sound 
and motion systems can be accu- 
tately coordinated. 

The unit was designed by 
Southern Pacifie’s Mechanical 
Department. Work on it was per-

Southern Pacific Air Freight, 
Inc., has been authorized to serve 
as sales agent for members of the 
International Air Transport As- 
sociation — over 100 U.S. and 
foreign air carriezs. 

SPAF is the only subsidiary of 
a large surface carrier to be given 
this authorization, which enables 
our Company to handle all neces- 
sary details for a shipper wishing 
to export by air. 

All the shipper need do is call 
the local office of Pacific Motor 
Trucking Company for full infor- 
mation on rates, schedules and 
required documents. The local 
PMT office obtains the needed in- 
formation by phone from the air- 
port office. 

After he turns a shipment over 
to us, we book space for it on an 
appropriate airline, truck it from 
his loading dock to the joint PMT- 
SPAF office at the airport, check 
the documents accompanying it 
for completeness and accuracy 
(and even issue documents on be-

Coal Slurry Line Underway 


VW is moving ahead rapidly 
on what will be the world’s 
longest and largest coal slurry line. 
It is being built by Black Mesa 
Pipeline, Inc., a subsidiary of 
Southern Pacific Pipe Lines, Inc., 
to transport coal from strip mines 
in Northeastern Arizona to an 
electric power generating station 
on the Colorado River near Davis 
Dam, Nevada, 273 miles away. 
Construction began in April. By 
August 22, 82 miles of pipeline 
had been laid, two of the line’s 
four pumping stations were near- 
ing completion, and work on the 
remaining two was underway. Op- 
eration of the line is expected to 
begin early next year, with full 
capacity to be reached in 1971. 
The Black Mesa line will cost 
about $35 million. It will move 
660 tons of coal per hour to the 
generating plant, delivering at 
least 117 million tons of coal over 
a period of 35 years. 
The line will start on Navajo 
and Hopi tribal lands in North-

eastern Arizona, where Peabody 
Coal Company will operate large 
strip mines. 

The coal will be delivered by 
high capacity trucks to Black 
Mesa’s slurry preparation plant 
at Kayenta, Ariz., where the line 
begins. Here the pipeline com- 
pany will reduce the coal to coarse 
powder and mix it with water 
furnished by Peabody from deep 
wells. 

The approximately fifty-fifty 
mixture will be fed into three 
tanks: one discharging into the 
pipeline while a second stands 
ready and a third is filling. 

The coal will be propelled 
through the 18-inch pipeline by 
pumping stations at Kayenta, 
Gray Mountain, Williams and 
Seligman. Gray Mountain, which 
has the greatest elevation to over- 
come, will have four 1700-horse- 
power pumps, and the others, 
three. All pumps will be electri- 
cally powered and controlled from 
the Kayenta location. 

The line originates at an eleva- 
tion of about 6,500 feet and de. 
scends to 700 feet at the power 


station site, a trip which will take 


the slurry three days. For the last 
12 miles, the 18-inch line will re- 
duce to 12-inch, in order to give 
better control of delivery rates. 

At Davis Dam, Black Mesa will 
turn the coal over to the Mo- 
have Power Project, operated by 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany. The Project’s $191 million 
plant will generate 1,580,000 kilo- 
watts of power to be distributed in 
Southern California, Arizona and 
Nevada. First power will be pro- 
duced about mid-1970. 

Slurry will be placed in storage 
tanks at the generating plant and 
centrifuges will remove about 85 
per cent of the water. Following 
this, the coal will be pulverized 
and fed into the furnaces. Water 
from the pipeline will be sent to 
settling basins and then used for 
cooling purposes at the generat- 
ing plant. 

As many employes of Black 
Mesa as possible will be drawn 
from the Hopi and Navajo tribes. 
Most of them will be stationed at 
Kayenta, although headquarters 
for Black Mesa Pipeline’s man- 
agement will be at Flagstaff, 
which is centrally located. 


Our Public Safety

Southern Pacific has received 
its 16th annual Railroad Public 
Safety Activities Award from the 
National Safety Council for 1968. 

The award gives recognition to 
participation by Southern Pacific 
personnel in community safety ac- 
tivities, Company sponsorship of 
on and off-the-job safety pro- 
grams for employes, cooperation 
with local safety councils and civic 
groups, and attention to public 
safety in institutional advertising 
and public information activities. 


The award also recognizes the 
Engineering Department’s contin- 
uing program to upgrade rail- 


highway crossing protection. 

In connection with the award, 
President B. F. Biaggini has ex- 
tended his personal congratula- 
tions “to all of our officers and 
employes who made it possible for 
us to receive this recognition again 
this year.”
